‘Bronchjtia, ‘ 

Bronchitis 1s the name given to any 

inflammation of the mucous membrane 
of the bronchial tubes. In a fairly 
healthy adult an attack of acute bron- 
chitis is not a very terrifying thing, 
although it {8 most distressing and 
disagreeable. 
It Is as if an unusually severe cold 
and cough instead of confining itself 
to the head and throat,“wandered on 
down the chest. The Irritation of the 
tubes results in a constant cough and 
sense of breathlessness. The tempera- 
ture rises, the patient feels sick, the 
more so that the incessant coughing 
does not result in the throwing off of | 
any secretion to speak of. 

In a day or two the inflammation 
in the tubes subsides, the temperature 
goes down, there is less and less sense 
of oppression, and the secretion grad- 
ually becomes freer. From this point 
there is gradual recovery, as from an 
ordinary bad cold. 

On the other hand, in the "very ohn 
or the very young, or with those whose 
powers of resistance are lessened from 
any cause whatever, bronchitis is a 
dangerous disease. It has a tendency 
to run from the acute into the chronic 
1 form, in which the sufferer may be 
perfectly well during the summer 
months, or while in a warm climate, 
“1 expect and will get his inevitable at 
tack of bronchitis with symptoms per- 
sisting until the return of warm 
weather. 

The morai of this is that it {s most 
essential to give proper treatment dur. 
ing the acute stage. The need of 
watchful care during a bronchial at 
tack will be the more appreciated 
when it is understood that such an at- 
tack may be the beginning, sign and 
warning of a tuberculous trouble; and 
furthermore, that whooping cough and 
measles sometimes begin that way. 

In any case, whether the attack be 
simple bronchitis or a warning of 
some other trouble, the first rule 
shoulda be, “straight to bed.” In fact, 
this good old-fashioned rule at the out- 
set of any type of so-called ‘‘cold” 
cannot be bettered. 

A wise secondary rule is to stay In

Here is the statement of the Nation- 
al Employment: Exchange as to labor 
conditions in one field: 

“The skilled men and the laborers 
are all getting work. We can’t supply 
the demand for laborers or mechan- 
ies.” 

‘Here is a statement from the same 
authority as to conditions in another 
field: 

“Clerk labor is a drug on the market. 
There are simply not enough jobs to 
go around.” 

Evil days are indeed on the clerker, 
the New York Globe says. Not only do 
his wages—‘‘salary” he calls it—tend 
to stay down while the cost of living 
increases, but employment is precart- 
ous. Great are the material sacrifices 
that must be made by a young man 
| who has aversion to hard work, who 
wants to be “genteel,” who insists on 


cuffs and a collar. False pride is an 
| expensive luxury, and it is being ham- 
| mered out of many soft heads. 

It is the worker, with a trained in- 
telligence directing a skilled hand, that 
the world needs and wants, and need- 
ing him and wanting him, bids for his 
services. The average income of the 
good mechanic is now well up to that 
of the average doctor or lawyer. There 
is growing up an intellectual prole- 
tariat which is suffering keenly. Un- 
der the pressure of present economic 
tendencies it is likely to suffer more 
and more until there is a recasting of 
educational methods and a final sup 
pression of the idea that mechanical 
labor lacks dignity.

“MMIGRANTS OF VALUE, 


Americans from Western States, 
Col. John H. Conrad, who has a 


cattle and wheat. ‘“‘The best settlers up 
there are Americans from the Western 
States,” said the colonel recently. 
“Why do they go up there? Well, 
only a few years ago the Territories 
had free land. Now they haven't, be- 
cause the government scooped up all 
there was left and put it into reser- 
vations. Many of the farmers in the 
West got their start by homesteading, 
and they have become so rich that 
they are able to send their song over 
into Canada, where land fs cheap. ~ 
“An astonishing thing I saw up there 
once was the arrival of a trainload ol 
American emigrants, who brought on 
the same train their horses and wag- 
ons and a steam plough. They arriv- 
ed in the morning, got their tents 
pitched and the train unloaded, and 
that afternoon the steam plough was 
working. One immigrant like that is 
worth a dozen foreigners. There has 
been an average of 150,000 of them a 
year coming into the country in the 
last five years. As soon as they get 
there they become Canadians. 

“The development that is going oD 
in that part of Canada is beyond be 
lief. It is the greatest boom that any 
country ever had and it will continue 
many years. Why, it is no unusual 
thing for a farmer to make enough 
money out of his first year’s crop to 
pay for his whole farm and give him 
a handsome margin. You can get gov- 
ernment land for $1.25 an acre, and 
you can buy all the other land you 
want for from $8 to $10 an acre. Then 
lumber mills and flour mills are going 
up in every) direction. 

“What is helping the country up 
there is the tremendous railroad buiid- 
ing that is going on. It is the richest 
farming country in the world and it 
abounds in game. 

“Alaska is the richest mining coun- 
try in the world, and if the national 
government would only assist the rail- 
road building it would soon get its 
money back a_ hundredfold,” Col. 
Conrad continued. ‘There is a disposi- 
tion in politics to cry ‘wolf’ when 
Alaska is mentioned, but the pioneets 
who have been putting their time and 
money into the development of the 
country should .be encouraged. I have 
helped for 40-odd years to develop 
various western states, and I know 
that the government rights in Alaska 
are much better protected than they 
were out west. There is untold wealth 
in Alaska simply awaiting develop- 
ment, and the latter is proceeding a 
vast deal more slowly than if we had 
roads up there.” 


Rather Cold. 

It is a cold climate in which a flame 
cannot keep itself warm. One of the 
scientists attached to the Peary ex- 
pedition has personally told of the ef: 
fect of intense cold on a wax candle 
that he tried to burn. 

The temperature of 35 degrees be- 
low dero, and its effects were felt not 
only by the members of the expedition, 
but even by the candle in question. It 
gave forth no cheery light such as 
might have b@en expected from it in 
other circumstances, and when it came 
to be examined it was found that the 
flame had all it could do to keep itself 
warm. 

The air was so cold that the flame 
was not powerful enough to melt all 
the wax of the candle, but was com- 
pelled to eat its way down, leaving a 
skeleton structure of wax in the form 
of a hollow cylinder. Inside this cylin- 
der the wick burned with a tongue of 
yellow fire, and here and there the 
heat was sufficient to perforate the 
outer covering and leave holes of odd 
shapes which turned the cylinder into

How to Cook Potatoes, 

Most people know potatoes as 
boiled, baked and warmed over. Plain 
boiled and mashed for variants on 
the first; creamed and fried on the 
last, and nothing you can do to a 
baked potato, if properly baked, can 
improve it. 

Baked potatoes are more ea@ily 
digested than if cooked in any other 
way, but to be at their best should 
be subjected to a heat sufficient to 
crisp the skins without burning them. 
A potato baked in-a slow oven is not 
equal to one from a good hot one. 

Baked potatoes are the proper 
thing to serve with cold meats. Se- 
lect smooth, medium sized potatoes, 
and time the baking so they will be 
just done, not over-baked and soggy, 
when the meal is served. A _ baked 
potato should be eaten at the psy- 
chological moment. 

Boiled potatoes should be cooked 
slowly in a covered kettle. Most 
cooks advise putting them into boil- 
ing salted water. Harper’s cook 
book, compiled by sOme of the most 
famous domestic experts in the coun- 
try, advises putting them into suffi- 
cient cold water to cover them and 
adding more as necessary: When 
done, pour off the water and let them 
stand, partly, coygred, till dried off. 
shaking the kettle occasionally. To 
let them stand in the water after 


dinner is delayed, fold a clean towel 
and lay over the potatoes instead of 
the lid; this will keep them hot and 
in good condition for some time.
